JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present French mail brings advices from this port to the 
25th September, but by the Pacific mail the dates extend to the 
2nd October; the P. and O. mail from London July 26 arrived 
out on the 8th ; the French mail of Aug. 2 on the 20th, and the 
P. and O. mail of Aug. 9 on the 26th September. 

The following suinmary of news is from the Japan Herald :— 


The chief event since last mail has been the heating befcre = 
Japanese tribunal of an action brought by Captain Hereira, of 
the Peruvian barque Muria Luz, for the recovery of the cvolies 
who since the decree of the Court in the trial of the captain 
for cruclty towards them have been living ashore at the cost of 
and under the surveillance of the Japanese authorities. The 
case commenced on the 18th September, and judgment was ren- 
dered on the 27th. Mr.F. V. Dickins, Barrister-at-law, appeared 
for the plaintiff; Mr. Davidson, barrister, appeared for the de- 
fendants. The Court gave judgment in favour of the defendants. 

It is not the intention of Government to allow forcigners to 
lease resilences in the city of Yedo. All those who were 
granted permission are notified that they cannot remain longer 
than one month from date, and are required to return to Sukidji. 
The mixing of foreigners with the natives is not approved of. 

The Consuls have just been notified of an important depart- 
mental change. All claims of a judicial character, instead of 
being as heretufore, addressed to the Chiji of the Kanagawa Ken, 
are now to be sent to Mr. Nishi Naromori, Shio Chiu Hanji, the 
President of the Judicial Department of this ken, which from 
this date will exist as a separate department. Mr. Hiil is ap- 
pointed its legal aduiser, and Mr. Wills to act as interpreter in 
conjunction with two native interpreters, 

It is some time since Yokohama was visited with an earth- 
quake of such uuusual violence as that which occurred yesterday 
morning. ‘The shocks were both lengthy and severe, in one in- 
stance knocking several ornaments from a chimney-piece to the 
floor, and in another, half emptying some fire buckets of their 
contents. 

It is reported that Mr. Galy has been appointed to the post of 
interpreter to the Judicial Department, by the Minis'cr of Justice, 
and Mr. Ribérolles as principal of the newly-established Law 
College. 

Five-rio kinsatz, of the new issue, printed on foreign paper, 
aro already imitated, spurious notes being in circulation. ‘The 
Government asserts that the paper and engraving are currect, but 
the ink used for Japanese seals is too light. 

Mr Enslie, Consul at Nee-e-gata, is about being transferred to 
Osaka, where he was formerly stationed, recent occurrences in 
that quarter having rendered such a step expedient. 

Mr, A. M. Shillingford and Mr. W. A. J. Waters have been ay - 
pointed assistants in the Okura-sho, to Mr. ‘I’. J. Waters, Sur- 
veyor-General. . 

A deputation of sixty persons has arrived at Kagoshima from 
the king of the Loochews to the Mikado, and may be expected 
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here in a week, calling upon the Government to avenge the death 
of fifty six Toochewans who were killed, without provocation, at 
Miaca Island by people of Formosa. Four men-of-war are re- 
ported to be preparing to depart for Formosa as soon as the Loo- 
chewans arrive. . : 

An Italian gentleman lately proceeded to Koshiu, accompanied 
by three Japanese. On their arrival, the authorities, having 
elicited from the servants that the foreigner had no permit, and 
that he had come for the purpose of secretly purchasing silk- 
worms’ egs, sent him back to Yokohama under escort. 

A mecting of the subscribers to Christ Church took place at 
the British Consulate. The object of the meeting was to decide 
on certain definite instructions to be sent to those gentlemen in 
England who are in correspondence with the Foreign-office, in 
respect of the chaplain’s appointment at Yokohama. Mr. Consul 
Robertson occupied the chair, and opened the proceedings by 
reading the correspondence that had passed, and said there were 
two poiats on which the gentlemen at home wishel to be assured 
before appointing a candidate for the post of chaplain. They 
were :—First, the length of time that the appointment would be 
made for, and, second, the amount of salary the community would 
guarantee. A discussion took place on the matter, and the meet- 
ing adjourned, on the following motion by Mr. W. G. Howell, 
seconded by Mr. M. Smith :—‘ That, in view of the financial 
position of the church, which does not seem to warrant any such 
extriordinary expenditure as would be involved by sending for a 
chaplain from England, the committee appointed to nominate a 
successor for Mr. Bailey be requested to stay further proceedings 
at home for the present.” 

A dinner to the C nsuiar Corps was given by Mr. Oye Tak, the 
Acting Governor. One of the head officials of the Foreign-office 
is shortly to start for the Korea, with the object, it is stated, of 
ascertaining what the ideas of that Goverment are in relation to 
Japan. 

The ex-London policemen who volunteered, in answer to an 
advertiseinent inserted in the papers at the time, to accept service 
as guards for the British Legation in Japan, in troublous times, 
when the safety of the Minister and minor officials was by no 
means assured, are to be dispensed with as no longer necessary. 
Notice has also been sent by the Government stating that guards 
for exports furnished to the several Legations will in future not 
be supplied. 

Hupsos, Mancoum anp Co, versus Ranaan.—Mr. F. V. Dickins 
appeared for the plaintiffs,and said that the present was a motion 
to determine the priority between two bills of sale.

Snortly atter this hal been effected Thompson removed to the 
premises No. 219, tuking with him the property already under 
biil of sale to Rangan, with his consent. Application was then 
mide to Messrs. Hudson, Malcolm and Co. by Thompson for an- 
other loan on the same goods. No notice having reached Mr. 
Spence, who was acting for Messrs. Hudson, Malcolm and Co., 
that a prior bill uf sale had been given, he granted the loan re- 
quire], and took the bill of sale from Thompson. Mr. Rangan, 
laudlord of No, 219, receiving no rent. put in an execution, took 
possession, and was about selling the property to satisfy his claim, 
when an injunction, which stopped the sale, was ohtaiped—from. 
the Court. Runzan now affirms that the property mentioned in 
the second bill of sale is identical with that of his, and that 
therefore he has a prior claim. The question was therefore one 
of a purely legal character. Mr. Dickins then quoted the bill 
of Sale Act ot Lso4 in support of his case, and argued that the 
property in the first bill of sale, described as “situated on Lot 
75,’ was not described in such a manner as to separate it from 
any other property of the grantor.

The diffi- | 
culty, however, is that Costa Rica has no relations either with 
Portugal or China, and consequently the men will be without 
even the moderate amount of protection afforded tv the emigrants 
to Peru. Itis understood that such an arrangement would not 
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be countenanced by the Portuguese Government, antl that the 
Superisteudent of EK uigration at Macao has protested against the 
step, but it appears that the Governor has not yet felt called 
upon to intervene. The place to which the men are being sent 
is described as a most diffizult country, and the coolies will have 
great hardship in reaching their destination, whether they land 
on the Atlantic or the Pacitic side.

We hive uo ineans of 
knowing whether this ru nour is true or false; it may be wholly 
faise ; itmay be partly true, This is true, however, there is at 
present a panic about the lead pieces; those who have many on 
hand are ready to sell them at a depreciated value, and many of 
the petty traders refuse to take themas change. What all this 
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means we do not know. Why it is so we do not know. It! 
behoves the Government to know whether any persons are 
engaged in introducing s false lead currency, depreciating 
the coin it has issued, and making endless trouble and anxiety 
to the masses of the poor people —to take effective measures 
to protect the value of its currency —to terrify forgers and 
prevent the issue of any currency that will destroy its credit 
and the value of its coin. 

The province of Rahang was originally a Laotian region. 
During the wars with the Laos the Siamese conquered this region, 
and eventually placed over it a Siamese governor. It is now re- 
garded as Siamese territory, and is the extreme limit of Siam 

roper on the north-west. Rahang on the west joins British 
Burial ; on the north it joins several Laotian provinces that are 
again subject to Chiengmai. Chiengmai is a Laotian province, 
and is still governed by Laotian princes. His Majesty the King 
of Siam usually concurs in appointing the successor of any Chieng- 
mai Laotian prince who may have deceased. Persons who may 
be obnoxious to the laws of Siam often escap: to Chiengmai, and 
while there the Siamese do not usually succeed in gaining posses- 
sion of their persons. Is Chiengmai a conquered province? Is 
it tributary to Siam, and to what extent; or is it simply under 
the protection of Siam, as was Cambodia? All these are questions 
full of interest. 

It is said that Messrs. Vrooman, and Culbertson made the dis- 
tance from Bangkok to Rahang in twenty-two days. Last week 
the Rey. Mr. Culbertson returned from Rahang to Bangkok in four 
days. This is very rapid travelling by the boats usuaily employed 
for such purposes.

SARAWAK. 

We learn from the Sarawak Gazette that the Quop Estate and 
other property of Baroness Coutts, at Lundu, was sold by public 
auction on the 19th September, realising about $1,500. The 
house and plantations at Tanah Puteh were bought for $800 by 
Ken What, a Chinese merchant in the Bazaar, who intends to 
present a large piece of ground to his countrymen for a public 
burying-place, and keep up the house for the accommodation of 
pleasure seekers from Kuching. 

The steamer Fir-fly, formerly the yacht belonging to the 
Honvurable the Resident of Sarawak, is to run in the Rejang 
river, between Sibu, Kanowit, Matu, and Rejang, a run of rather 
more than one hundred miles. 

The Sirawak Sugar Company’s creditors have held a meeting 
in the Court House, when a first and final dividend of 93 per cent. 
was declared. 

Th: Government advertise that the coal seams of: Simunjan in 
the Sudong river and Sdantek in the Batang Lupar, about four 
to tive feet thick, may be worked by an individual or company on 
@ payment of ten cents, per ton brought to grass, The} Simunjan 
svams are about 33 miles froma navigable river, and the Silentek 
seams are close toa smull stream navigable for boats only, and 
about twelee miles from a large navigable river.

S. I. aspect, temperature ranging from 66 deg. to 88 deg., abun- 
dance of excellent water, perfect accessibility from Kuching by 
water, a magnificent view over Sarawak, Lundu, Sudong, &c., and 
a gentle ascent from the fost of the mountain, admitting of in- 
valids being carried up in chairs by coolies, always obtainable 
from the Rajah’s Cotfee plantation, through which the road 
passes.

The Government, with a view to the public convenience, has 
procured » considerable quantity of silver and copper small coin, 
which the Treasury obligingly issues at par. The Kling money- 
changers, however, are turning this to account, by drawing coin 
from the Treasury, for which they charge 2 per cent. on issuing it 
in the square and elsewhere, persistently refusing to abate a single 
pie, on the ground that small change is very scarce. Even Chinese 
shopkeepers demand 1 per cent. It would be a boon to every 
one if a plan were devised whereby this annoying imposition might 
be avoided. 

The state of affairs in Deli is thus sketched in the Batavia 
Handelsblad :—‘‘ The reports as to how matters stand in Deli are 
far from favourable. The troops suffer much from sickness, above 
all from fevers, and as we have said before from diarrhea and 
swollen feet. If the Hill Battas make common cause with the 
enemy, the situation will become an untenable one. As to the 
bentings, we are informed that they call forth admiration as 
well by their position as by their plan and strength. Without 
suspecting it, one finds one’s self sometimes suddenly opposite a 
benting barely fifty paces off. These bentings are so built that 
grenades scarcely do any harm; by means of a thick bamboo 
covering, they have been made shell proof. It will be seen that 
our brave troops have a hard task before them.” 

A writer in the Straits Times says :—In the eighth paragraph 
of the Governor’s Minute on the sale of the land in connection 
with the building and repairing of the markets, laid before the 
Legislative Council on Sept. 26 last, his Excellency reports that 
at Malacca about 8,000 square feet of land near the Iron Brid, 
had been sold for $5,000, which sum is to be appropriated for the 
erection of a commodious market; I was at the spot very 
shortly after the sale, and was surprised to learn that a plot of 
land, containing, in my opinion, more than 8,000 square feet, ad- 
joining the plot sold by Sir Harry Ord, had been given to a rich 
Chinese at Malacca by the Government for his sole use and benefit. 
The fortunate recipient of this noble gift has erected a block of 
substantial shops on the site, which is likely to yield a rental of 
$90 per mensem at least. It appears to me very desirable that 
the public should be informed upon what grounds such valuable 
public property has been given to a private individual. A com- 
mission is needed to inquire into, and report fully upon, the whole 
of the circumstances connected with this singular transaction, for 
which Sir Harry Ord ia not responsible—the gift having been 
made, I believe, under the auspices of Capt. Shaw, the Lieut 
Governor, and Colonel Anson whilst officiating as Governor. 

We cull the following items of News from the Penang Argus: 
—Mr. Baumgarten, the Registrar of tne Supreme Court here, is 
about to retire on a pension, and ia to be succeeded by Mr. 
Bradford from Penang, Mr. Harvey taking the latter's post. 
Colonel Anson will be back from home by February next. 
H.E. the Governor has applied for a further extension of his 
term of service in the Straits to enable him to carry out the 
Judicial changes which are maturing. Recent failures in 
Singapore tot up to $700,000, the Chetties suffering to the 
extent of $450,000.

IMPORTS. 


YOKOHAMA.—There had been a good demand for Grey Shirtings 
and prices showed an improvement; sales had been on a good scale, 
and tho market at the close was firm, especially for the heavier weights, 
Cotton Yarn had not met with go much inquiry, and prices were scarcely 
so high as those last quoted. Mousselines were lower, and with the 
exception of Black Velvets and Lastings, which were {n good demand, 
there had been no particular change in other Woollen fabrics. Quota-

2.524 to 2.574 ; 9 Ibs., $2.95 to 3. Cotton Yarn, No. .16 to 24, $40 50

to 48. 

HroGo-OsaKka.—Cotton Yarn: A fair amount uf business had been 
done, and a good demand continued for Nos. 28/32. Nos. 16/24 were 
saleable, but owing to heavy stocks, prices were weak. Nos. 38/42 ne- 
glected. Grey Shirtings: The market showed some weakness during 
part of the month, and prices declined about 24c. per piece ; they had 
since recovercd, however, and closed firm. Taffichelass, Turkey Reds, 
and Velvets, in good demand ; other Cottons more or less neglected. 
Woollens: Mousselines de Laine eagerly asked for, and settlements 
exceeded any previous returns ; importers being well supplied, however, 
no advance in price had been established. Lnstres: Plain and Figured 
in good demand; stocks small, and prices firm. Cloth: Lower qualities 
in good inquiry, a8 also were Fancy Cloths of superior qualities; the 
finer descriptions of Black were difficult of sale. Blankets: In demand, 
with no stocks. Quotations—Cotton Yarn: Nos, 16 to 24, $125 to 
127 per bale; 28 to 32 $144 to 146; Grey Shirtings: 7 lbs., 38 yards 
39-inch $2.30 to 2.32 per piece; 8} to 8h Ibs., $2.55 to 2.57; 9 lbs, 
44-inch $2.85. 
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TLENTSIN.—There had been a slight improvement at this port, not 
only were the watera on the plains no higher, but the dealers had made 
some small profit on their late purchases of Drills, Jeans, and common 
6 lbs. to 7 Ibs. T-Cloths. Black Lastings and Velvets had been in some 
request, but Grey and White Shirtings were dull of sale, and rates un- 
remunerative. 

HANxow.—Settling day had passed satisfactorily, bat the subsequent 
improved demand previously looked for, had not been realised. Holders 
were disposed to accept lower rates for all Cotton Goods. Of Woollens : 
Camlets was the only fabric wanted, but this article was scarce and 
H.D.B., of good assortment, had been placed at Tis. 16.40 per piece, to 
extent of 300 pieces. Lead: L.B. was quoted Tis. 4.60 to 4.65 per 
picul, but business had been very slack. 

SHANGHAI.—The enquiry for Plain Cottons had continued, but the 
result, so far, had been unimportant, and had fallen far short of the 
buslneas usually passing at this season of the year. Tosome extent 
buyers had been deterred from operating—iu Shirtings and T- Cloths at 
all events—as freely as they wished, by the quantities of goods forced 
upon them, and the consequent declining tendency of prices, The 
Woollen market had shown no signs of improvement. Grey Shirtings ; 
7-lb. Grey Shirtings in fair demand aod scarce, 8}-Ibs, in good enquiry 
but easier; 7 lbs.

1.18 to 1.15 ; Dewhurst'sT. quality Tls.1.32; Mexican qualities , Tls.1.45 
to1.524. Asale of 81bs. Dewhurst’s M.T., Tls. 1.72. Drillsand Jeans : Both 
commanded a ready market at quotations ; 13$ Ibs. to 15 1bs, Dutch and 
English Drills, Ts. 3.2 to 3.15; Jeans, Tis. 2.5 to 2.12 for English, 
Tle. 2.27} for 8}lbs. Dutch. Fancy Cottons: Chintzes, assorted, 
Tis. 1.41 to 1.60; Gentian Shirtings, Tle. 2.60,; best Turkey Reds, 
Tis. 2.60 per piece; other articles altogether neglected. Wool lens : 
Market dull ; Camlets, Tis. 15$ to 153. Other goods had received no 
notice. Metals: Scarcely anything doing. 

Hone Kona.—The demani for Raw Cotton had strengthened with 
the approach of cool weather, and fair sales were being made at slightly 
better prices. Yarns were very little inquired for, and Nos, 16/24 and 
28/32 could only be placed at lower rates. In Manufactured Goods 
Drilla only were in demand, and these were wanted at better values. 
In Woollens, Blankets had declined. All kinds of Iron were slow of 
sale. Tin Plates wero $1 per box lower. Quicksilver was steady.

The quality had been fair; there was still a marked absence of common 
leaf, anything below medium being of very inferior quality. Supplics 
had been meagre, and stocks were reduced. The export had becn as 
follows:--Per P.M.8.8.

Hrogo-Osaka.—aA fairly active business had been transacted. Prices 
at the commencement of the month to within a few days of the close 
were easier, but owing to large purchases having been made, a har- 
dening tendency was apparent at the close for all grades. Low grades 
were still scarce and dear, Settlements for the month from 15th Aug.

Credit paper had advanced to 6.5} per tael, and the 
rates ou Shanghai had risen to 3 per cent. for sight drafts and 34 per 
cent. for 10 days’ paper. 

SHANGHAI.—Black : The business in Congous had been unimportant, 
but former rates had been fairly supported by the extreme firmness of 
holders. Settlements for the week, 5,489 chests, at Tia, 14.50 to 30 
per picul ; stock, 23,120 cheste. Green: No feature worthy of any 
special comment had presented itself; a little more had been done 
since exchange weakened. Attention had chiefly been turned to Moyanes, 
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which, with a sprinkling of Fychows, formed the bulk of the settle- 
ments. Only two or three chops of Pingsuey had found buyers. The 
market remained quiet but firm. 

Foocuow.—Business during the week had been on a moderate scale 
and there had been no alteration in prices. No transactions had taken 
place in Oolongs. Congou: Settlements 12,732 chests at Tis. 5 to Tls. 
204, and at Tis, 283 for boxes. The bulk of the transactions had been 
in Teas costing between Tla.

Amor.—Only about 1,000 half-chests of Ooloongs had been settled, 
and buyers were not operating owing to the uncertainty about the course 
of the exchange market. Teamen were anxious to sell, but would not 
make a sufficient concession to counter}alance the alvance in exchange 
rates.

Silk Worms’ Egus: Total arrivals to date 
about 752,000 cards, and settlements estimated at 450,000 cards ; prices 
for green annuals quoted as follows—Best $3 to 3.75 per card, good 
$2.50 to 3, medium $2 to 2.50, inferior $1.75 to 2; white annuals were 
worth $3 to 3.90 per card. 

SAANGHAI.—At the close of last mail a considerable business was 
done, and busing had continued, partly stimulated by u lower exchange , 
and about 1.700 bales had fourd buyers at prices varying very little 
from those given in our last report.

3 10 3$ Chincum bought at Tls. 400, Shaouhing at Tis, 380, und 
ordinary Laeyang at Tis. 345. Re-recled: Fair Haining Tls. 560 to 
570, medium offering at Tle. 540 to 550, Tsatlee still in over-supply, 
and prices weak. 

CANTON.—Little or no change had taken place, and inactivity had 
provailed. Prices were slightiy easier, but no actual reduction had been 
made. The filth crop, which continued to arrive, was of very poor 
quality—nibby but dry. The sixth crop, it was reported, will be no 
larger than the filth, cold winds, which had come ecarlicr than usual, 
having damaged the mulberry trees. The high rate of exchange and 
discouraging news from home still kept buyers out of the market, and 
in conscquence the settlements were very small—under 50 butes ; the 
present mail would, however, take forward some 8U0 bales of previous 
settlements, Stock, 2,000 bales Tsatlee, and with the sixth crop and 
remainder of the fifth at least 3,500 bales more would be offere on the 
market this season. Severul contracts for Rereels had been entered into, 
but for cargo ready for shipweut there was no demand ; some dealers 
were keeping back their stocks on the strength of the inferiority uf the 
crops to arrive.

LEGAL. 


(Before Sir J. Corvine, Sir B. Peacock, Sir M, Sairu, Sir R.

HART V. VON GUMPACH. 

This appeal from Her Majesty's Court for China and Japan came on 
for hearing, and presented xome remarkable features. The appellant 
is a British subject, and occupies an important position in the rervice 
of the Emperor of China as inspeetor-general of customs. The re- 
spondent is a naturalised British subject, and is an astronomer and 
m*thematician, Both met in London in August, 1866, and it was 
alleged that Hart represented to Von Gmupach that he was entrusted 
with the formation of a collegeand observatory at Peking, which college 
was to be an institution for the teaching to the Chinese of Western 
eciences and learning, “ with a view to the regeneration of China,” 
and that he was to procure a library and appoint profesiors. In cons 

sequence of these alleged representations, Von Gumpach went to 

China, and his salary was to be £600 a year. He alleved that there 

was no snch institution, and that he was willing to discharge the duties 

of his appointment. He alleged that Hart represented to the Tsung-li 

Yamen, or Foreign Board, that he had absented himself, and he recei- 

ved an intimation from the Chinese Government that his services were 

no longer required ; and since the 30th September, 1868, he had been 
unable to obtain any salary. He brought his action agiinst Hart in 

Her Mujesty’s Court, and claimed £3,000 as compensation besides his 

salary. The cause was tried before a jury,and they gave £1,890 ag 
damages and 176 taels for money payable to Von Gumpach. There 
had been a demurrer and further litigation, and one point urged for 
the present appellant. was that these were privileged communications 
from him as to the office he held undur the Chinese Government. The 

Court, after further litigation, decided in fivour of the plaintif (the 

present respondent), and the def-ndant (the present appellint) had 

obtained special leave to appeal to Her Mijesty in Conneil. He denied 

the alleged misrepresentations, and stated that the Court at Peking had 
found in his favour as to the representations, and gave dam wes to 
Von Gumpach for the “loss of his situation, and for money due on 
account stated. He appesled on several grounds—that the verdict 
was against evidence, on misdirection, and on the privileged comma- 
nicitions. 

Sir John Karslake, Q.C , with whom was Mr. F. Herachell (instructed 
bv Messrs. Murray and Hatchins), app-ared for the appellant; Mr, 
Benjamin, Q.C , and Mr. Myburgh (instructed by Messrs. Brooks and 
Go., of Doctors’-commons) were for the respondent, the plaintiff in the 
original action. 

Mr. Benjamin discussed the several points. He urged that the 
appellant was liable to the respondent for the wrongs he had committed 
aztiost him, The Chinese Goverament had not adoptel the acts of 
the appellant as their servant, aud therefore it was no Act of State. 
It was idle for the appellagt to say that what he did was by order of 
the Chinese Government, and that, 
the laws in Her Maje-ty’s Conrt for China and Japin. He cited 
various authorities in support of his contentions that unless a Govera- 
ment adopted the ucts of their servant, the ecrvant was liable, and 
cou'd not shield himself under the authority of an Act of State and 
justify the wrong he had committed. Further, the learned counsel 
submitted that Her Majesty's Treaty with the Emperor of China gave 
all British su‘jects a right to resort to the Supreme Court for redrass ; 
and it was no answer for the appellant (the original defendant) to say 
what he bad done was ag servant of the Eimperor when malice was 

| alleged against him. The question of privilege would not go to such 
au cxtent as to shield aman from false representitions, and aone of 
the cases cited would support the points raised by the other aide. Mr. 

Myburgh followed on the same sice. 

Sir John Kurslake, in reply, cited several cases in support of the 
view he had submitted —namely, that the orizinal action could not 
be maintained, and that the demurrer ought to have been allowed. 
It was not an action between two British subjects, as was contemplated 

| by the Treaty, but an action against a Minister of China for an act 
| 


therefore, he was not amenable to 


done as such Minister. Both parties had becn in the service of the 
Emperor, and the reports made by Mr. Hart were privileged commu. 
nications, and it was not by merely alleging malice that the protec- 
tion extended to such documents was to be removed. The matter 
was of importance, and he asked their Lordships to allow the appeal. 
Sir Montagu Smith, on the conclusion of the arguments, announced 
that their Lordships would take time to consider their judgment. 


COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH. 
IONIDES VY. PENDER. 
This was a case (tried lust term) of some mercantile importance as 
to marine insurance, especially with reference to over-in-urance. It 
Was an action on several policies of insurance, on goods, on profits, on 
charterparty, and of commission, amounting altogether to some 
thousands of pounds. The defence set up was that there had been 
enormous over-insuranes, and that the ship was not lost by perils of 
| the seas, but. had in reality been seattled. The policies were eff -etcd 
| by a firm at Hamburg, who had chartered and loaded the ship for a 
'eommercitl adventure toa port in Siberia. On toe vovaze the vessel 
suideniv weat dowa in fair weather without any visible or apparent 
j cause. The trialat Guildhall before Mr, Justice Hannen lasted several 

days, anda great deal of evidence was given on both sides. At the 
| Close of the trial the Judge put several questiona to the jury, which 
| thy answered thus:—“ Were the goods loaded!—Yes. Were the 
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valuations excessive ?—Yes. If they were so, were they made frandu- 
lently?—There is not sufficient evidence to show. Whether fraudulent 
or not, was it material to the underwriters to know that the valuations 
were excessive ?—Yes. Was it concealed?—Yes. Was the vessel lost 
by perils of the seas?— No. Was the vessel cast away ?7— As to 
this we think the evidence was not suilicient.” The learned Judge 
pressed them to say how the vessel came to he lost, but this they de- 
clined to state. The verdict was therenpon entered for the defendants, 
the underwriters, and several other actions pending against other in- 
gurers were postponed to await the result of this. 

This week an application was made to set aside the verdict, on the 
ground mainly that the fact that the valuitions were excessive was not 
material so that the concealment of it would vitiate the policies. After 
hearing arguments on both sides the Court reserved decision.

EXTRACTS FROM MEDHURSTS “ FOREIGNER IN FAR} 
CATHAY.” 

I have dwelt thug much upon the characteristics of the servants 
emploved by foreigners, not only to show how they fare in this pir- 
ticular, but because the-e servants are the only natives with whom the 
foreizn merchant comes more immediately into contast. The opinion 
prevalent at home that forcivners mingle in Chines: aociety gene- 
rally is altogether a mi-taken one, The conventional rules of the Chi- 
nese are no constituted, and their habits of thought and customs so 
peculiar, that there is little or no encouragement to court acquaint- 
ance on either part, even were the entire ignorance of cach other's 
language not to pre<ent a serious bar in the way of an interchanve of 
ideas. There is a class of Chinese brokers and middle-men who hannt 
the offices of the merchants, but they are mostly shrewd, clever up- 
atarts, whom the difficulties of interlingnal communication have intro- 
duced into the trade, aud, with rare exceptions, they lay no claim to 
respectability even with the Chinese themeelves. The lanvuiwe em- 
ploved between these brokers and the merehints is a jirgon mele up 
of Engli-h, Portuguese, Chinese, and Miuliy words, tortured into un- 
recounisable shapes and construetions, and it is little fitte] to sustain 
any conversation beyond what appertiins to the mere technicalities of 
trade. 1] have frequently expressed to our merchants the opinion thav 
it is a pity they do not take the trouble to learn the Chinese language. 
It ia an acqnirement in the spoken form to an extent suflicient for all 
practical purposes; off:rs no difficulties that an average iatelleet and 
a moderate share of determination cannot surmoant, and familiarity 
with it would have the eff-et of freeing the foreizner from the domi- 
nation of rognish brokers and co:npradores, at whose merey he now 
lies, whilst it wonld open the way to a more extended acquaintance 
and friendly interesurse to the mutual advantaye of both parties: 
There is perhaps no country in th2 world frequeuted by the English- 
speaking race in which merchants are so Jamentibly ignorant of the 
customs and resonrees of the locality in which they live as they are at 
this moment in China, and this ig entirely to be attributed to a want 
of familiarity with the language. 


TITE SUEZ CANAL. 

The Snez Canal Company will continue to insist upon its reeent 
advanes of tolls, and declares that it will appeal to the decision of the 
Government. The O'toman Porte has protested, by order of the 
Sultan, ayainst the competeney of the Vr‘hunal de Commerce de la 
Seine to interpret the Act of Concession of th» Canal—a power which 
belongs to itself alone. The Turkish Government also maintains that, 
the company being an Exyptian association, subject to the Ottoman

jurisdiction, and kaving ite head ¢ 
a foreign jurisdiction in respect to its dif-rences with thirc parties. 
There is some idea of inviting the Muiritime Powers to hold a con- 
ference at Constantinople, in order to agree upon a uniform system for 
the measurement of tonnage. 








Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


HampBura, Nov. 12. 

The sharp and somewhat bitter remarks made by certain organs of 
the press iu England respecting the award of the Emperor of Germany 
in his capacity of Arbitrator in the Anglo-American dispute about the 
San Juan question have found a responsive echo at Berlin ; and if these 
counter remuaiks have not been translated and reprinted in the English 
papers, it is perhaps owing to the editors remaining reticent, not to 
aggravat: and increase the ill-fecling between the two countries. One 
of your contemporaries sass that the award is ‘ remarkable for -being 
written in the Gerinan language, instead of the customary diplomatic 
French ;” to which the Germans reply that this is an exploded idea, 
quite vut of date; that the despatches of the German Government— 
even to France—uare written in German, and it is only at conferences 
and cengresscs, in which the representatives of several nations take part, 
that French is now u-ed, as a language common to all; and finally, 
they retort that the English set the example of breaking through the 
custom in use for many years, and writing their despatches in Enylish, 
and that being the case, there is no reason why the Germans should vot 
reciprocate, and write in their native language, It was by a circular 
from the late Lord Pulmerston, when at the head of the Foreign: office, to 
all the British diplomatic representatives abroad, that they were directed 
only to communicate in writing with the Government with whom they 
were accredited in English, It was no doubt a public testimony of their 
incompetency to write correct French, and caused much inconvenience 
and delay. During my residence at Athens I was frequently applied to

by the Minister for Foreign Affairs to translate for him—of course pri- 
vately and cenfidentially—diplomatic communications in Enzlish that 
he yad received from Sir Edmund Lyons, at that time the British Am- 
bassador in Greece. The whole dispute might have been easly pre- 
vented had the English and American plenipotentiazies taken the pre- 
caution, when drawing up the Treaty, to append to it a map on which 
the exact line of demarcation should have been drawn, thus containing 
an authentic interpretation of the intention of the two Governments 
with regard to the frontier. 

After what I wrote in my last letter of the nezotiations between the 
commissioners of the two legislative bodics of this city having been 
broken eff because they could not come to an agreement on the vexed 
question of the Bank Valuta, your readers will no doubt be greatly sur- 
prised to hear that, after all, the affair has been tinally set at rest and 
disposed of by a compromise, both sides having given wav to a ceriain 
extent. The draft uf the Bul sent by the Senate to the Burgerschate, 
but rejected by them, served as a sufficient basis for a rappracheinent, 
and as both parties were agreed in principle, and only dithered on ceriain, 
though important, points, the door was agiin opened for discussion, An 
abstract of the amended Bill as now agreed to is as foll ws :— 


Lav for the Alteration of the Hambury Bank Valuta, 


Art, 1. Clos/ng of the Accounts based on N:ilrer Bars.—T ie date is 
fixed for the loth Feb,, 1873, the Bargerschaft originally wishing it to 
take place within eight days, and the Senate inchued to keep them 
open for six months longer. After the above dato the balances of 
accounts can ouly be repaid in silver bars. 

Art. 2. Open’ay of Accounts in the new Imperial Currency. —Within 
eicht days trom the promulgation of the Law accounts will be opened in 
marks, German currency, based and funded on’ the new gold coiuase, 
and—as long as they remain a legal tender—on German doubl. and 
single silver thalers. 

Art. 3. Denomination of Payments in the New Currency inade 
through the Bank.=-1n all agreements and contracts where payinent is 
stipulated to be made throngh the Bank, it is required to wriie after 
the amount the letters B.Z., which stands for Bank Zahlung, or Bank 
poyment. A 

Art. 4. Belehnuayen (or advances on deposits).—After the close of 
the silver accounts tie Bank is authorised to receive as deposits the 
foreign coin hitherto accepted, as well as gold and silver bars, and credit 
the depositors for the amount in the new curiency, according to the 
regulations drawn up by the administrators of the Bunk and having 
been approved of by the Senate, 

Art. 5. Deferred fulji'ment of obligations to pay in Banco.—Aiter 
the closiny of the silver accounts, all still outstanding eng :yements in 
Hatnburg banco or in species banco, whatever may be tre period of 
their orizin and the nature of the claim, must be settled by Bank pay- 
ment in Imperial gold coin, or in double or single silver thalers of 
German mintage, at the fixed rate of 150 marks new currency for 100 
marks baneo, with an agio of 13 per mille for species banco. Bills of 
exchange falling due on the 15th of February, but not presented for 
payment till atter that date, are to be calculated at the officially quoted 
price of silver on the day of their maturity. 

Art. 6. Transitory Reygulations.—During the period of transition, 
viz., from the date of the opening of the accounta in the new Tinperial 
currency till the 15th of May, 1873, creditors of the Bank may have 
the amount of their balance in Bunco transferred, partly or entirely, to 
their account in the new currency at the fixed rate of 145 marks linpe- 
rial curreuey for 100 marks Banco, as such transfers are to be consi- 
sidered us Belehnungea, or advances on deposits, The sum thus trans- 
ferred may, at any time during the period of trausition, be re-trausferred 
to the silver account of the owner; but all such re-translers must be 
made before the expiration of the period of transition, in default of 
wiviele the dimes in authurinnl to ruulion the silvap for account of Lie pro- 
prietor. During the period of transition only those who have patd fn 
gold coin or silver thalers are at liberty to withdraw their balances in 
the same money. During the period of transition no charge will be 
made by the Bank on Imperial gold coin or silver thalers paid in or 
taken out. . 

The publication of this new law will take placo in the course of this 
week, and the date to be fixed fur the opening of the accounts in the 
new Imperial German currency is expected to be the 15th inst. But 
this arrangement has no effect on cash payments made in Hamburg 
and Lubeck currency, which retain their value us hitherto, till a 
sufficiency of the new monoy is coined, which, as the minting opora- 
tions proceed but slowly, may be deferred for two or three ycars longer. 
It will be seen by the above that the Bergerschaft have abandoned one 
of the principal pvints on which they were at issue with the Senate, 
and that is thut the loss sustained by the conversion of Banco into new 
currency ,—the agio on silver being at present rather more than one per 
cent. above par, should be borne by the State. As it now stands every- 
one who has Banco will only get 150 marks new currency for every 100 
marks Banco, and must bear the loss himself. 

The emigration from this port and Bremen is assuming such vast pro- 
portions that the Governments are Leginuing to entertain scrious appre- 
hensions that the country will become depopulated. In order to check 
this rush, which is almost exclusively directed to the United States, the 
railway companies have received instructions to discontinue, from De- 
cember 1, the fucilities hitherto granted to emigrants, of a reduction in 
the fares—amounting in some instances to 50 per cent.—xnd double 
allowance of luggage (100 Ib. per head). The number of emigrants 
that passed throngh this city to the end of October, 187i, is otticially 
stated to be 37,324 persons, whilst at the same period this year it has 
risen to 65,151, and before the end of the year will no doubt have 
reached 80,000. 

Dr. Hilgendorf, a native of this city, and formerly director of the 
Hamburg Zoological Gardens, and now professor at the Royal Poly- 
technicum at Dresden, has reccived a call to go to Japan to prepare 
young natives for their subsequent studies of medicine at German unie 
versities. A considerable number of Japanese are now stadying at 
Berlin, Leipzig, and Heidelberg. 
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THE CASE OF THE “DOLPHIN” AT BANGKOK. 
Tue Government of the United States and its repre- 
sentatives have generally been so conciliatory and moderate 
in their intercourse with the nations with which we have re- 
lations in the Far East, that it is with no less surprise than 
regret that we observe the singular deviation from this 
principle in the case of the Dolphin. This vessel, an Ameri- 
cau schooner, commanded by Captain T. S. ANDReEws, was 
detained by the Siamese Government in conaequence of the 
non-payment of the firewood-tax, on entering the Patlak 
Crezk. After a careful perusal of the case, ag reported in 
the Siam Advertiser, we are unable to come to any other 
conclusion than that the commander of the Dolphin wilfally 
disregarded the signals of the native tax-collector to stop. 
In his evidence Captain ANDREWs says that he “ could not 
“ have stopped her because of her headway and the strength 
“ of the tide "—a statement which contrasts strangely with 
the fact that the Siamese (only five or six in number) boarded 
her, and did actually stop her, and anchor her there and 
then. No sort of violence seems to have been used on either 
side. Even Captain ANpREWws, who represents himself as 
being so very much aggrieved by the “seizure” of his ship, 
and who went on shore at once, “intending to go to the 
United States Consul,” did not carry out that reasonable 
intention, but stopped at a rice mill, from which he re- 
turned on board his owa sbip with two gentlemen and a 
lady! Thus reinforced, Captain ANDREWs—this is his own 
stutement—secured the officer who had boarded his vessel, 
and then went to his house and asked for his wife, who was, 
fortunately for her, from home, This, us we have mentioned, 
is Captain ANDREWSs’s own statement. The charge against 
him, we should alsv state, was that he attempted to seize 
aud carry off the officer, his wife, and children. That he 
had recaptured his ship, which was seized for firewood-tax, 
was another and separate charge. It is also matter of dis- 
pute whether the United States flag was flying on the 
schooner at the time she was summoned, and stopped. It 
is however clear that no serious inconvenience was caused 
to anybody—though it is not explained why the wood-tax 
Was not accounted fur—and we are therefore greatly sur- 
prised to tind that the United States Government should have 
dcespacched the corvette Jroquios to Siam for “an explana- | 
tor.” Of course we all know what this means—and the 
Siamese Government, under pressure of this very convincing 
reason fer giving way, tried the case, and condemued them- 
selves, or their officials, to pay $100 to Captain ANDREws— 
who, we may presume, congratulates himself on a small 
triumph, Such, however, we think our readers will agree 
with us, is not the right way to open up, or to keep open, 
relations with new and strange, but friendly c-uutries. The 
whele story savours of overbearinguess and menace. The 
American captain does uot even allege that he offered any 
explanation on the perfectly Jexitimate demand beimg made 
for the wood-tax. Still less dues he offer to explain why he | 








and his friends, going to the tax-man’s house, shon!d have | 
asked for his wife and family. Miss Waricut, the lady who 
joined the party after the gvizure, was nut even called in 
evidence. It was clear that the $100 was paid, or rather | 
surrendered, under fear uf the American corvette—and per- 
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haps few hundreds of dollars have been acquired at so grea 
a cost of ill-feeling. The whole proceeding is a libel on the 
intelligence of the age. It is totally opposed to the princi- 
ples of our own Government. Our readers will not have 
forgotten the censure which Mr. ALABASTER brought upon 
himself, when our Acting Consul, for bringing up a ship of 
war to enforce some claim. Gunboats are no doubt an 
excellent argument in a just cause, when all other arguments 
have failed—and not till then, but we must not treat the 
Siamese Government as uncivilised and amenable only to 
the logic of big guns. 





CEYLON AND ITS COFFEE. 

It is a remarkable circumstance how frequently those most 
accustomed to the commerce of a country are apt to be de- 
ceived, and to deceive themselves as to the probable out- 
turn of the year’s operations—the more especially if the 
commerce in question be the result of agricultural enterprise. 
This, we presume, is not more the case as regards Ceylon than 
other countries. But as it is the Cinnamon Isle, as it was 
formerly called,—it should be the Coffee Isle now—with 
which we have at present to deal, a few words on the fallacies 
which generally prevail till the season closes will not be 
out of place. The coffee crop of the past season was very 
deficient ; like every other growinz crop this one depends 
much on the weather, first at the blossoming and afterwards 
during the filling of the bean. A very good blossom may 
blow and_ set, exciting high hopes of a splendid crop, 
and yet too much wet immediately after setting may 
perish it, while too much drought may do the same. 
Again, when the berry is filling, chiefly from June to Au- 
gust,a long dronght may prevent the filling, and thereby 
greatly diminish the crop. A cursory observer, passing 
through a coffee district during the flowering time, seeing 
every plantation white with its jessamine blossoms, retires 
possessed with the impression that there are to be magni- 
ficent crops. This idea he hugs and believes because, as he 
thinks, he has seen the crop on the trees. Sad delusion ! 
It must not only be fairly set, but the bean well filled, before 
a blossom can ever be reckoned on as safe. Now both the 
drawbacks above named—a loss of blossom from unseason- 
able weather in the spring, and a loss of crop from the failure 
of the monsoon rains in their season—have fallen to the lot 
of the Ceylon coffee planter this year, and of course he can- 
not help crying out. But will any one believe him? No. 
The Colombo merchant first, and the London merchant 
afterwards, rebut the assertion, and think he is only crying 
“wolf” to suit his own purpose, and to force the market 
up—and they employ all their influence as a counter lever 
to press the market down. Nedvoubt there is a difficulty in 
arriving at a certain estimate of the crop of a country like 
Ceylon, where interests are so divided, dispersed, and de- 
tached ; where also a considerable quantity of crop is 
raised by natives, some of whom keep no accounts, while others 
decline to supply the necessary information. Still, when 
it is seen that not one or two plantations, but those of a 
whole district, or a whole country, have suffered from the 
causes named, a little more confidence might, nay, ought to 
be extended by the buyer to the seller. If crops have been 
short, the grower naturally looks for a better price, as some 
compensation for his deficient outturn, and he generally gets 
it Sometimes, however, at this season, willing buyers have 
held back, or hampered their orders with conditions that made 
buying impossible, leaving the field open to others not s0 
trammelled. 

It has been well known for several months that crops in 
Ceylon were to be very short, although dow short it was not so 
easy to say. Some expected that the total outturn would 
not exceed 500,000 cwt., while others believed it would at 
least be 800,000 cwt. The highest of these, however, would 
have been still 200,000 owt. below the average of the past 
five years, or just 20 per cent. But all were agreed that 
they would be short. Still it appears not to have been be- 
lieved in Loudon— for reports coutinued to come out to Cey- 


; lon, “ Large shipments from Brazil,” “Fall in Continental 


markets,” “ Reduce limits,” “ Price down 2s. to 3s.,” &c., &o. 
Now this seems to be a species of short sighted suicidal 
policy which always defeats its own end. ‘The season is 
tinished now, and no doubt a good many fingers are itch- 
ing for the profits that could have been made had they gone

in boldly and bought at the market figures a few montis ago. 
So far back as August last, while the London market was 
being borne down, we warned buyers that the crop would soon 
close ; and that we doubted then if it would exceed 750,000 
ewt. The commercial season ended on 30th September, and 
the total export did not exceed 758,090 cwt. ! 
very nearly a quarter of a million hundredweights under the 
average production. Other coffee-producing countries were 
also proportionally short, as the following figures show :—

This is without reckoning India, which was also short. It is 
also irrespective of the West Indian colonies, which are likely 
to have suffered from the same influences as those that affected 
Brazil. This is a lamentable deficiency, and the fuct is de- 
plorable as regards those who must be the chief sufferers—the 
growers of the article. It isa fact, nevertheless, which must be 
looked in the face, and should be kept steadily in view by those 
who contemplate investing either in the produce in question, 
or in the description of property that yields it. The removal 
of the duty in America, too, ought to advantage the grower 
and the exporter ; for, although the abolition of that duty 
extends only to coffee imported in American bottoms, still 
America must have a certain quantity of coffee ; and even if 
she import this quantity all from Brazil, and does not take 
an ounce of Ceylon coffee from Europe, whatever quantity 
she so receives, relieves the European market to that extent. 


‘WE understand that the appointment of Mr. ALBERT 
CoatTEs, @ partner in the firm of Messrs. Ker and Co., as 
acting Consul at Manila, during the absence of Mr. RickeErTT, 
has been approved by the Foreign-oftice. The Consulate at 
Saigon is still represented by Mr. Hauscuip, a partner in 
Messrs. W G. Hae and Co., aud no appointment for a fixed 
paid Consul can be made, until the cost has been passed in 
the next estimates. 


As the non-receipt at Brindisi of letters from England, 
often causes annoyance to passengers proceeding to the East 
by the Italian route, we think it well to notify that, although 
the India and China mail does not leave London until Friday 
evening, letters intended to catch passengers at Brindisi 
should be posted for the Wednesday evening mail. 


Tue Japanese Ambassadors with their suite, accompanied 
by General ALexanDER, Sir Harry Parkes, and Mr. Aston, 
returned to London on the 9th, too late, however, fur the 
banquet at Guildhall, to which they had been invited. ‘They 
will take tteir leave of Her Masesty next week, and leave 
for Paris, making a tour through France, and thence proceed 
to Germany and Ruasia. 





Tue report in Chine that ‘the steamers of the Messageries 
Company were likely to call at Naples, on their way to Mar- 
seilles is incorrect ; the statement that the steamers of this 
company and of the P. and O. Company would call at 
Nugasaki is also incorrect. The Time-tables for 1873 will 
shortly be issued.

Plenipotentiary to Chili. 








THE COOLIE TRADE. 
The Secretary of the West India Committee has addressed 


a letter to The Times, in which he says :— 

The stoppage of Chinese immigration in 1866 requires a word of (ex. 
planation. It occurred, not because the Chinese Government with- 
drew its permission, or was dissatisfied with the treatment of the 
immigrants, but because it was induced to impose certain provisions 
which would have greatly increased the expense of the immigration. 
Of course in acting thus the Chinese authorities were influenced by 
the emigration from the Portuguese settlement of Macao to Cuba and 
Pern} 
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Tt need hardly be said that the British Colonies have never reccived 
any immigrants froin Macao, but always obtained them, under proper 
restrictions, from Hong Kong or the Treaty ports. ‘he Macao traffic, 
however, raised a strong feeling against all emigration from China, and 
although the competition of a perfectly honest and well-conducted 
system like that to the British Colonies promised to be one of the best 
correctives of the evils complained of, it had to be abandoned, while the 
Macao traffic is still vigorously carried on. 

The following fact illustrates the working of the immigration. On 
the 4th of September last the steamship Enmore left British Guiana, 
with over 600 immigrants (including children) on board, returning to 
the r native country, India or China, They carried with them property 
in cash and jewellery, which, divided among the adults, shows aa 
averaye of more than £50 sterling per head. 

Now these people came to the colony as indentured immigrants, and 
were employed in agricultural labour, When their first contracts ran 
out, they either re-engaged or employed themselves in other ways by 
which they could make money. At the en: of ten years the Indian 
coolies became entitled to a free return passage, and they went back, 
not destitute and miserable, as when they found themselves on board 
ship bound for the colony, but independent and manly in their bearing, 
and possessed of an amount of wealth that the English agricultural 
labourer rarely obtains after a whole lifetime of painful toil. 

I would add, in conclusion, the more the question is investigated, and 
the real facts known, the greater will the advantages of the immigra- 
tion appear, and the less feeling exist against the system of free labour 
in the British West Indies. 


The British Consul at Havana writing on the subject 
Says :— 

Chinese labour has not been altogether a success inCuba. On some 
small sugar cstates,and among the tobacco-flelds, the Chinese coolie 
does well enough ; but he cannot work so hard as the negro, nor indeed 
as the Indian coolic used to work on Jamaica estates. Most of the 
Chinese brought to Cuba are of the lowest and feeblest type of inferior 
South Chinese coolies, such as swarm about Macao, Batavia, and Singa- 
pore, &c., and they are rarely of sinewy frame, nor much physical 
strength ; nor have they the endurance of the Indian coolie. 

Chinese immigration, as is it is carried on here, is so taulty that it 
can never lead to a successful colonisation of Cuba. The mistaken policy 
of the Government, as exhibited in the treatment of these colonists, 
must cnd in their refusal to come here. The condition of obligatory 
and continuous servitude to which they are now subjected, if they desire 
to remain in Cuba, after the completion of their primitive contract, is 
tantamount to slavery; and it is contrary to common sense to suppose 
that free men will voluntarily submit to it. The Chinese emigrant, 
therefore, to be induced to come here, must either do so in a fit of de- 
sperution, or he must be imposed upon; and a traffic which is based 
upon dec-it, and which subjects him to life-long drudgery under the 
worst of systems, can scarcely be designated by any other name than 
that of Slave Trade. 

It cannot be denied that proper regulations, which will prevent va- 
grancy, and which will organise labour, are absolutely necessary in 
Cuba, where there are labourers of distinct races and conditions; but 
these regulations should all have a decided tendency towards preparing 
these classes for speedy and complete emancipation. The law of 28th 
June, 1870, does not hasten the freedom of the slaves in this island. 
It virtually postpones emancipation for twenty-two years, and, in the 
meantime, it closes the dour to any feasible arrangement for tie iatro- 
duction of free labourers. The Chinese under contract here on the 
Flantations are, with, perhaps, a very few exceptions, treated pretty 
much as slaves, and with the compuleory engagements now before them, 
or the scrry alternative of seeking a home elsewhere, there can be no 
inducement for them to come here. If they are treated in such a mane 
uer, other colonists must expect the same, and thus, at the very moe 
ment when everything should be done by the Spanish Government to 
further free emigration to Cuba, it would appear as if no means were 
left untried to render such emigration unpalatable and repulsive. 


By the mail just received from the West Indies we have 
the account of another departure from Demerara of time- 
expired coolies. The Rohilla, of London, was embarking 
for Calcutta :—East Indians, 257 men, 79 women, 31 boys 
23 girls, 16 infanta—total 406 ; Chinese, 21 men, 22 women, 
6 boys, 6 girls, 3 infants—total 58 ; grand total, 464. The 
money deposited by the covlies in the Immigration Office 
for transmission to Calcutta amounted to $47,642.64. Be- 
sides this there was the usual quantity of personal jewellery, 
amounting in value to a considerable sum. 








SIAM. 

Tun Committee of the Diplomatic and Consular Enquiry 
had before them for examination Mr. Hunry ALABASTER, 
who served for many yearsin the Consulate at Bangkok ag 
Interpreter, Vice-Consul, and for a short time as Acting Con- 
sul, and in the latter capacity he so displeased the Foreign 
Office in his conduct towards the Siamese that he is now 
practically discharged from the service. 

In his evidence he states that the Staff at Bangkok is un- 
necessarily large, that a Consul, a Vice-Consul, at from £500 
rising to £800, and one Assistant, at £250 rising to £400, 
would be a sufficient staff without Student Interpreters. 
That a medical officer was not now necessary, although very 
essential in the early days of the Consulate. Sir CHaries 
Dixks, one of the Committee, asked :— 
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Is not a great deal of the work in Siam caused by the doctrine of 
extra-territurial jurisdiction applying to the inhabitants of British 
Burmah ?—Yes, and to British India; I would not separate British 
Barmah exclusively. 

There is a difficulty in following criminals from British Burmah, is 
there not, to Siam; do not cases occasionally occur of the escape of 
criminals into Siam ?—I have not heard of any particular case of that 
sort. 

Do you think that work of that kind could be decreased ; it hasbeen 
stated here that there hus been a somewhat extravagant interpretation 
of this doctrine in the case of the inhabitants of British Bnrmah ?—Well, 
it would be a very great confort if the work of looking after these men 
could be taken away from the consul altogether, because it is a terrible 
responsibility having to give an opinion about cases which happen 
hundreds of miles away from you, and of which you cannot get any 
very satisfactory evidence. I do not sce how we are to avoid doing it 
with our Treaty. 

The officers of the consulate ere occasionally sent great distances up 
country, are they not, in these cases }—No, they were not in my time ; 
I have never known of an officer being scat beyond 60 miles about a 
case. A 
+ But the labour involved in these caves to the consulate is very consi- 
derable 1—Very considerable, and the anxiety still greater. 

Do you know whether it was the custom of other Powers for their 
consuls to act as agents there?—In some cases the consuls were 
merchant consuls, trading consuls, and in that case they might of course 
be agents for anything; the Lloyd’s agent in Siam was a merchant. 

Viscount ENFIELD: Is the cost of living in Siam very great?—It is 
great as compared with England, because there are certain luxurics 
which a man must have in a climate of that sort; I mean to say that 
whereas a young man in England can live very well for £150, out in 
Siam it is impossible for a student interpreter to live decently on the 
pay that is given to him. 


JAVA. 

Mr. Harper in his evidence before the Committee said 
that H.M. Consuls often acted as agent for Lioyp's, and that 
the commissions paid on wrecks were at times valuablo, he 
might instance the case £3,000 paid on one ship at Batavia. 





CHINA SUBMARINE TELEGRAPH COMPANY 
(LIMITED). 

The second ordinary gencral meeting of the shareholders was held on 
the 18th inst.; Mr. Joun Penper, M.P., in the chair, The Secre- 
Tary (Mr. T. Fuller) read the notice convening the meeting, and the 
minutes of the last mecting, which were then confirmed ; the report of 
the directors, given in our last issue, was taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN stated that since the opening of their line it had 
worked in cvery way satisfactorily ; there had been one or two inter- 
ruptions, but of a slight character, In regard to one which occurred 
at Saizon in shallow water, they had the satisfaction to find, in re- 
pairing the cable, that it was as perfect as on the day it had been 
laid down. It was also a matter for conzratulition to perecive that, 
even taking into account the low rate of charges that had ruled 
for a considerable period of the company’s operations, the result 
had been about as good ag that attained by any submarine line 
during the first year of its working. It was proposed to pay 
the khareholdera a dividend of 8 percent. for tho whole year. In ad 
dressing shareholders of Submarine Telegraph Companies, he had, on 
former occasions, expressed rather sanguine opinions as to the amount 
of progress that existed in such undertakings. He had never subse- 
quently changed that opinion, and he considered the results attained by 
telegruphy generally not only fully bore out such a view, but gave pro- 
mise of much prosperity in the future. It would doubtless be in the 
recollection of many gentlemen present that, at the time of the forma- 
tion of that company, it had been proposed to lay a cable to Shanghai 
and Japan; but, owing to the state of the money markt, it had been 
subsequently determined to carry out, in the first place, the first section 
of their line—namcely, to Hong Kong—and afterwards to go on to Shany- 
hai. The Great Northern Telegraph Company had, however, luid a 
cable between these two points. 

The directors entered into arrangements with the @reat Northern, 
by which that company was to reccive interest at 5 per cent. on 
the capital, and the cable to be repaircd by them; that all above that 
sum was to be equally divided; and, although the traffic had been in- 
terrupted. the amount received last year from thut source was £4,752. 
He thought that at some future time it would be necessary to call on 
the shareholders to find the money to lay another cable in con. 
junction with the Great Northern, as the present cable seemed 
to be not quite so good as that company had expected it to 
be. He also believed that an alternate line was necessary to give 
the public all the accommodation they required, and at the sume 
time to secure thems«lves a fair return, This company had put up 
its tariff to £6, whilst the Great Northern Company were working 
at £4 10s.. but he found that they were getting as full a share 
of the traffic, as those who went to the expense of tclegraphing sen 
their messages by beth routes, They were, however, now nezonating 
with the Great Northern Company, and he trusted that that compa.y 
would soon put up their tariff to the same as that of this company. He 
was most anxious to have cheap tariffs, but they could only have cheap 
tariffs wien the cable was fully employed, and they could not work at a 
lower rate and give their sharelolders a profit ; and he considercd that 
the shareholders should be lvoked to first and tie public afterwards. 
He thought the line possessed all the elements of prosperity, and 
trusted it would be as satisfactory as the promises of the future looked 
tothe directors. He then moved the adoption of the report and the 
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declaration of a dividend of 4«. per share. making 8 per cent. for the 
year. Colonel GLov Er briefly seconded the motion, 


Mr. Fornk, a shareholder, said he rezretted that the Board had any 
ide: of laying a cable between Hong Kong and Shanghai in conjunction 
with the Great Northern Company. Such a step would be much iu the 
interests of that company, but azainst theirown, Ie must very earnestly 
urge on the directors the policy of amalgimating with the other com- 
panies; a low tariff was only to be obtained by amalgamation, The 
working expenses of this company— £16,009 on earnings of £85,000— 
were enormous, and the salaries paid were too hizh. 

Mr. Ho_Mes agreed with Mr. Fordo as to the Shanghai line, and he 
considered the £1,863 for the Agnes repairing ship was excessive, and 
a contract should be male for the repairs. 


The CitaArRMAN, in reply to these remarks, said that the laying of 
the cahie to Shanghai was merely foreshadowed, but if done, it muat be 
in conjunction with the Great Northern in good faith, according to the 
bargain made. The policy of amalgamation was quite approved by 
the Board ; but these things required time, and could not be carried out 
so speedily as Mr. Forde seemed tothink, With regard to the expenses, 
he read a stater.ent of salarics, &c., at cach port, and explained that 
the expenses of living were so high at the stations that the salaries of 
proper officers must be in proportion, The expense for repairs and 
maintaining cable would be redueed. The directors had no objection 
to half-vearly meetings. The report was then put and carried, as also 
the re-election of the Baron d’Erlanzen’ as a director, and two auditors, 
The proceedings terminated with a yote of thinks to the chairman and 
directors. 





THE JAPANESE AT MESSRS. ALLAN, RANSOME 
AND COS. 

Yesterday the Minister for Agriculture, with members of his suite, 
together with American and English employers of labour, visited the 
works of Messrs. Allan, Ransome, and Co., in King’s-road, Chelsea, to 
view some newly-invented labour-aaving machinery of remarkable 
construction and power. The strike: of workmen ia the building 
trades, the increased cost of production in the carpentry and joinery 
branches of those trades, and the difficulties caused to employers by 
the restrictions of 'l'rades Unions, have each had their share in direct-~ 
ing the attention of enginecrs to find the means of meeting the 
pressure caused by the contracted amount of available skilled labour ; 
and the machines exhibited yesterday were in every way so perfect 
that it is mot easy to see how band labour will hold its own. 
The first machine inspected was a portable saw frame. Any 
one who has seen the old gsaw-pits, where the “ top sawyer” 
and the “bottom sawyer” laboured from morning to night 
and day after day in entting a lox into planks, would be greatly as- 
tonished to see this comparatively smull machine, attended only by 
one man, cut up the body of a large oak into fourteen planks at once, 
it having twelve saws, which cut through the whole bulk of wet wood 
in something less than half an hour. A mortising machine, the ine 
vention of Mr. Richards, of Philadelphia, was set to work, and accu- 
rately and cleanly cut in a few moments mortises which would have 
taken a workman hours. A moulding machine, for cutting mouldings, 
did in a minute thirty-five feet of work, which would have taken a 
skilled workman many hours, and this work could apparently be done 
by aboy. In what was called a “ general joining machine ”’ there 
was apparently no limit to the work to be done, the one machine eut- 
ting mortises, shaping blocks, planking, carving out banistera, and 
turning in a few minutes a plain block of wood into a perfectly 
carved piece of work. Another machine, exceedingly small and 
unpretentious, was shown to be capablo of planing any sort of 
work, oval or flat, and at the same time a revolving chisel cat mortises 
with eelerity and accuracy. A very fine picce of machinery is one 
which cuts raised or recessed panels, in other words, which can cut the 
sunk or raised ornamental work in wood now so highly prized and so 
dearly paid for, as the best and most skilled work. By another ma- 
chine, an American invention, but improved by the Messrs, Ransome, 
a door can be finished—that is, cleanly sand-pipered on both sides— 
in three minutes. The planing and tryinz-up of work, or what would 
be properly called the ‘*trucing ”-up, by which is meant the nice 
work of making blocks of wood exactly like one another, in order to 
be put together “true,” work which is done with an infinite deal of 
hand labour, is, by one of Ransome’s machines, done at once and per- 
fectly in a few minutes, all the blocks, of whatever size, being placed 
together and turned out us like as peas, and mathematically correct in 
every respect. A band saw machine, by which both fine and rough 
work was cut in all sorts of shapes, and a siw cutting machine, with 
F. Ransome’s patent stone, were among the other works shown. With 
one or two of these machines anemployer with a man anda boy as 
staff, could turn out as much work as twenty or thirty men, and never 
be troubled about the nine hours, cight hours, or any other movement. 
Theremarkable fact about these machines is that they are not limited to 
the pattern, shape, or character of wood, forthe knives are changed in 
a few minutes, and whatever the class of work required, it can be done 
at once. The inspection lasted for several hours, and all the visitors 
expressed themselves delighted with these new machines, some of 
which are to go to the Vienna Exhibition.

Bar Silver has again declined, and the nearest quotation we can 
give is 594d. per oz., at which rate some small parcels have been 
sold; the market is weak, and a further slight reduction may be 
looked for.
